LIQUOR SCARCE 
IN 
OKLAHOMA. 


Guthrie, Ok., April 2.—The house 
adopted the report from the confer­ 
ence committee on the general appro­ 
priation bill and the senate expects to 
take like action tomorrow. 
The com­ 
mittee has increased the total adopt­ 
ed by the bodies by adding consider­ 
able new matter. The state historical 
society is included for $2,000 and $18,- 
000 is named to cover expenses of the 
state banking department. Six assis­ 
tant examiners are down for $1,500 
each. The assistant attorneys general 
are placed at $2,700 each and $8,000 is 
allowed that department for conting­ 
ent expenses. A private secretary to 
the lieutenant 
governor 
for 
seven 
months was defeated, but an assistant 
was allowed the state printer. The 
house also passed to a third reading 
Mr. D urant’s bill, making appropria­ 
tion to pay the incidental expenses of 
the constitutional convention and for 
the money advanced by the people in 
subscriptions, the total being $55,512.28 
In this was included $4,250 for nine 
attorneys employed by the convention 
to defend the constitution in the courts 
and in Washington. There is another 
bill appropriating $31,000 for mileage 
and per diem of the members accru­ 
ing after the 
federal 
appropriation 
was exhausted. Debate over this por­ 
tion of the bill drew from Mr. Jones 
(republican) a statem ent regarding 
the nineteen-year 
fight 
Oklahomans 
waged for statehood and 
the 
joint 
statehood movement which had its in­ 
ception in Oklahoma City. He also re­ 
ferred to the Sequoyah convention and 
the constitution it adopted. Mr. Murray 
said that the Sequoyah campaign was 
the one that landed the statehood bill. 
It had been advertised that the In­ 
dians were not capable of self-govern­ 
ment and as a result of this charge the 
Sequoyah movement started, culminat­ 
ing in a convention and the adoption 
of a constitution. 
When it was demonstrated that the 
Indians were capable of self-govern­ 
ment 
the 
Eastern 
influence, 
the 
speaker stated, rather than encounter 
the possibility of two states in the 
Southwest yielded to 
Senator 
For- 
aker and congress passed a bill for 
one state. He charged that the feder­ 
al government had repeatedly violat­ 
ed its treaty promises to the Indians 
in which they were assured self-gov­ 
ernment. 
Mr. Murray said that had it not been 
for the Sequoyah movement the joint 
statehood committee referred to by the 
gentleman from Oklahoma City would 
still be in existence. 
Mr. Jones informed the house that 
he had always favored one state and 
assigned much credit to the Sequoyah 
movement for the statehood bill. 
He 
said there were members of his party 
(republican) in congress from Oklaho­ 
ma, who, while the people were work­ 
ing for one state, were there intro­ 
ducing bills for two states 
so 
they 
could go to the United States senate. 
Mr. Jones said there ere many con­ 
tributing money to the joint statehood1 
movement who did not expect their 
contributions returned. 
The house passed finally the hill by 
Mr. Riddle for juvenile 
courts 
and 
adopted a resolution paying $650.80 
mileage and per diem of W. H. H. Al­ 
len, former 
member 
from 
Alfalfa 
county. The senate adopted a resolu­ 
tion by Senator Matthews for the ap­ 
pointment of a “steering” committee 
to take charge of the daily calendar 
and give preference to those meas­ 
ures which were the most important. 
Similar action was taken in the house. 
An unsuccessful effort was made to 
reconsider the final passage of the bill 
fixing a code of laws and for the state 
labor commissioner for the purpose of 
changing the membership of the state 
board of arbitration. The emergency 
clause which gives the law Immediate 
effect, defeated yesterday, was today 
reinstated by a vote of 38 to 4.

Dispensary 
Works 
Well, 
Governor 
Haskell Tells Kansas City News­ 
paper Reporter. 


Kansas City, Mo., April 2.—The sad 
fate of the state liquor dispensary in 
South Carolina, which 
was 
discon­ 
tinued, will not be repeated in Okla­ 
homa. Gov. C. N. Haskell of the new 
state, was in Kansas City with six 
other Oklahoma politicians and lean­ 
ing back in his chair, with his feet 
on the hotel window sill, told why. 
Wh>, the South Carolina system 
was a barrel of whiskey and a tin cup 
—first come, first served,” he said, 
“We don't do business that way in 
Oklahoma. 
We call our system "‘dis­ 
pensary’ because we couldn’t think of 
another word. 
Medicinal’ would de­ 
scribe it better. 
We don’t even sell 
our liquor in drug stores; and the bot­ 
tles for a town of 5,000 wouldn’t half 
fill an ordinary bookcase. Practical? 
Practical! That’s what the Oklahoma 
system is.”

Fhere are a lot of people w’ho nev­ 
er could be convinced that whiskey 
isn t necessary sometimes as a medi­ 
cine.

They can’t be sold with­ 
out a prescription; and the doctor who 
gives a prescription where one isn’t 
necessary, will be sent to jail for not 
less than a month and fined not less 
ti n $,>0. The jail sentence can’t be 
escaped, either.

CHICAGO ATHLETIC BOARD 
VOTES FOR SEVEN GAMES 


Maroon Football Team, However, W ill 
Play 
Only 
Six Games 
Next Fall. 


Seven football games 
are assured 
the conference colleges for next fall. 
The University of Chicago board of 
physical culture and athletics cast the 
deciding vote in favor of the length­ 
ened schedule the other day, with the 
provision that the Maroons themselves 
will play not more than six games and 
that all the “big eight” schools must 
revert to five games next season. 
The Maroon board’s action was em­ 
bodied in two resolutions, the net re­ 
sult of which concedes the big point 
desired by the majority of the colleges 
and at the same time places Chicago 
in the position of partially “standing 
pat” on what it has urged for the last 
year. 
Following are the two compli­ 
cated opinions expressed by the Mid­ 
way savants: 
This board consents to a schedule of 
seven games for next year, only with 
the understanding that the 
schedule 
revert thereafter to five games and 
with the further understanding that 
any college may play less than the 
schedule number. 
Voted, that in accordance with rec­ 
ommendation of Director Stagg, the 
University of Chicago will play not to 
exceed six games next season. 
According to the 
board members, 
the resolution restricting Chicago 
to 
six games was the result of a telegram 
received just before the meeting from 
Coach Stagg. 
Coach Stagg requested 
that Chicago should “play six games,” 
and the board then took action limit­ 
ing the Maroon contests to this figure. 
Dr. Alonzo K. Parker of the board an­ 
nounced that the professors wished to 
have it emphasized that this limitation 
was placed by Coach Stagg’s desire. 
Tho Maroon schedule will probably 
include an eastern game by virtue of 
the six-game privilege, with 
Cornell 
the most likely one to get the date at 
present. 
Minnesota 
and 
Wisconsin 
are already on the schedule, and Indi­ 
ana, Purdue and Illinois probably will 
get the other games. 
- The Maroon board did not put itself 
on record as to the reasons for its 
•change in favor of the lengthened 
schedule, beyond the cryptic statement 
■of one of the members that “conditions 
.are now changed and certain barriers 
have disappeared.” 
The rooters are 
inclined to think the barrier referred 
to was the presence of .Michigan in the 
conference at the last meeting. 
The understanding that the colleges 
must play but five games again next 
year will not come up until after next 
fall, according to Dr. Parker, and the 
provision will thus be no bar to the 
1908 schedule. 
Wisconsin and 
Northwestern, the 
minority leaders who 
voted against 
five games, are both thought likely to 
play less than the legal number this 
year.

three got off to a very good start. En 
Sue also won a solid gold medal for 
making the greatest aggregate number 
of points, 28, at the meet. 


The Chinese in this country are jus* 
ly proud of En Sue’s athletic prowess, 
and a writer, who signs himself, “A, 
Sojourner from Honolulu,” takes ex* 
ception to the many erroneous stories 
which are being printed about En Sue 
and the attempts to ridicule his meth­ 
ods of training. He writes: 
“Judging from newspaper articles 
which I have recently read 
in the 
daily papers En Sue Pung’s record and 
his routine of training are much In 
doubt in the minds of the Americans. 
His mother and father are natives of 
China. They are both about five feet 
in height and weigh between 125 and 
150 pounds. En Sue is a trifle heavier 
and taller than either of his parents. 
He is at present attending the high 
school in Honolulu and all his train­ 
ing is obtained after school hours la 
the Y. M. C. A. gymnasium.

EROPEIATIOJr BEFOBT. 


AP- 


COMMITTEE DECIS- 


ION APPROVED 


Senate Is Expected to Take Similar 


', Action Today—Considerable New 


Matter Added. 


Guthrie, Ok., April 2.—The house 


adopted the report from the confer- 
ence committee on the general appro- 
priation uill and the senate expects to 
take like action tomorrow. The com- 
mittee has increased the total adopt- 
ed by the bodies by adding consider- 
able new matter. The state historical 
society is included for $3,000 and $18,- 
000 Is named 'to cover expenses of the 
state tanking department. Six assls' 
tant examiners are down for $1,50C 
each. The assistant attorneys general 
are placed at $2,7.00 each and $8,000 Is 
allowed that department for conting- 
ent expenses. A private secretary to 
the lieutenant 
governor 
for 
seven 


months was defeated, out an assistant 
was allowed the state printer. The 
house alsp passed to a third reading 
Mr. Durant's bill, making appropria- 
tio'n to pay the incidental expenses of 
the constitutional convention and for 
the money advanced,by the people in 
subscriptions, the total being $55,512.28 
In this was included $4,250 for nine 
attorneys employed by the convention 
to defend the constitution in the courts 
and in Washington. There is another 
bill appropriating $31,000 for mileage 
and per diem of the members accru- 
ing after the 
federal 
appropriation 


was exhausted. Debate over this por- 
tion of the bill drew from Mr. Jones 
,(republican) a statement regarding 
the nineteen-year fight Oklahomans 
waged for statehood and 
the 
joint 


statehood movement which, had its in- 
ception in Oklahoma City. He also re- 
ferred to the Sequoyah convention and 
the constitution it adopted. Mr. Murray 
said that the Sequoyah campaign was 
the one that landed the statehood bill. 


It had been advertised that the In- 


dians were not capable o£ self-govern- 
ment and as a result of this charge the 
Sequoyah movement started, culminat- 
ing In a convention and the adoption 
of .a constitution. 


"When it was demonstrated that the 


Indians were capable of self-govern- 
ment 
the 
Eastern 
influence, 
the 


speaker stated, rather than encounter 
the possibility of two states in the 
Southwest yielded to 
Senator For- 


iker and congress passed a bill for 
one state. He charged that the feder- 
al government had repeatedly violat- 
ed its treaty promises to the Indif.ns 
in which they were assured self-gov- 
ernment.

South Carolina, which was

homa. Gov. C. N. Haskell of the nei 
state, was in Kansas City T/ith six 
other Oklahoma politicians and 
ng 'back In his . chair, with his feet 
on the hotel window sill, told why. 


. "Why, the South Carolina system 
was a barrel of whiskey and a tin cup 
—first come, first served," he said, 
'We don't do business that way in 
Oklahoma. We call our system 'dis- 
tensary' because we couldn't think of 
another word. 'Medicinal' would de- 
scribe it better. We don't even .sell 
our liquor in drug stores; and the bot- 
tles for a town of 5,000 wouldn't half 
fill an ordinary bookcase. Practical? 
Practical! That's, .what the Oklahoma 
system is."

CHICAGO ATHLETIC BOARD 


VOTES FOR SEVEN GAMES 


Maroon Football Team, However, Will 


Play Only Six Games 


Next Fall. 


Seven football games are assure,} 


the conference colleges for next fall. 
The University of Chicago board of 
physical culture and athletics cast th« 
•deciding vote in favor of the length- 
ened schedule the other day, with the 
provision that the Maroons themselves 
will play not more than six games anil 
that all the "big eight" schools must 
revert to five games next season. 


The Maroon board's action was em- 


bodied in two resolutions, the net re- 
sult of which concedes the big point 
desired by the majority of the colleges 
and at the same time places Chicago 
in the position of partially "standing 
pat" on what it has urged for the last 
year 
Following are the two compli- 


cated opinions expressed by the Mid- 
way snvants. 


This board consents to a schedule of 


seven games for next year, only with 
the understanding that the schedule 
revert thereafter to flve games and 
•with the further understanding that 
any college may play less than the 
schedule number. 


Voted, that in accordance with rec- 


ommendation of Director Stags, the 
University of Chicago will play not to 
exceed six games next season 


According to the 
board members, 


the resolution restricting Chicago to 
six games was the result of a telegram 
received just before the meeting from 
Coach Stagg. Coach Stagg requested 
that Chicago should "play six games," 
and the board then took action limit- 
Ing the Maroon contests to this figure. 
Dr. Alonzo K. Parker of the board an- 
nounced that the professors wished to 
liave it emphasized that this limitation 
was placed b> Coach Stagg's desire 


Tho Maroon schedule will probably 


Include an eastern game by virtue of 
the six-game privilege, with Cornell 
the most likely one to get the date at 
present 
Minnesota 
and Wisconsin 


are already on the schedule, and Indi- 
ana, Purdue and Illinois probably will 
got the other games. 
• The Maroon board did not put itself 
>on record as to the reasons for its 
•change in favor of the lengthened 
schedule, beyond the cryptic statement 
•of one of the members that "conditions 
.are now changed and certain barriers 
'have disappeared." 
The rooters are 


inclined to think the barrier referre-1 
to was the presence of ^fflchigan in the 
conference at the last meeting. 


The understanding that the colleges. 


must play but five games again next 
year will not come up until after next 
fall, according to Dr. Parker, and the 
provision will thus be no bar to the 
1908 schedule.

All of Jennings' selections were excel- 
lent catchers and exceptionally hard 
hitters, averaging up better than Kllng 
in the batting department.

RECORD FOR 50-YARD DASH 


AT HONOLULU. 


NEW MARK IS SET AT :05 1-5 


Diminutive Oriental Trained In Y. M. 


C. A. Gymnasium 
After

£>-,hool Hours—Record Will Not Be 
Recognized by Amateur ."Athletic 
Union of America for Certain Rea- 
sons. 


When diminutive En Sue Fung won 


the 50-yard Oash at the third annual 
fleld day of the Chinese Athletic club 
In Honolulu recently, he broke the 
world's record by doing the distance 
In 5 1-5 seconds, but his record will not 
be »3COgnized by the Amateur Athletic 
Union of America on account of t!ie 


Honolulu clubs not being affiliated witb 
the union. The CO-yard run is not 
practiced in Great Britain or the col- 
onies, so that Honolulu claims the 
honor for En Sue Pnng by reason of 
bis lowering tbe American record. The 
American record for the distance Is 


OS 2-&r and was made by Victor 3. 
Rice of Chicago In 1904. W. D. Eaton 
at New York tied this record fat 1906. 


and a year la^er R. L. Murray of St. 
Louis was also given a mark of : 05 2-5. 
On February 20, 1904, Victor Rice of 
the University of Chicago, In Bartlett 
gymnasium, ran 50 yards on a rubber 
mat Indoors and established the Amer- 
ican record. 


On the same day that be lowered 


the 50-yard record, Bn Sue Pung won 
tue 100-yard dash in 10 3-5 seconds, 
which is only fair time for that dis- 
tance. The event In which En Sue won 
the island championship was run off 
as follows: J. Woo took the flrsi heat 
from C. L. Hook and S. C Puug, in 
:05 4-5. John Lo annexed tbe second 
trial, finishing ahead of En Sue and 
L. Enpui. En Sue got a poor start in 
this heat. The time was :05 4-5. In 
the final, however, En Sue ran like a 
champion, beating Lo and Woo in ths 
record-breaking time of :05 1-5. All 
three got off to a very good start. En 
Sue also won a solid gold medal for 
making the greatest aggregate number 
of points, 28, at the meet. 


The Chinese in this country are justt 


ly proud of En Sue's athletic prowess, 
and a writer, who signs himself, "A. 
Sojourner from Honolulu," takes ex* 
ception to the many erroneous stories 
which are being printed about En 8ue 
and the attempts to ridicule his meth- 
ods of training. He writes: 


"Judging from newspaper articles 


which I have recently 
read In the 


dally papers En Sue Fung's record and 
his routine of training are mucb ia 
doubt in the minds of the Americans. 
His mother and father are natives of 
China. They are both about five feet 
in height and weigh between 126 and 
150 pounds. En Sue Is a trifle heavier 
and taller than either of his parents. 
He is at present attending the high 
school in Honolulu and all his train.'

the Y. M C. A. gymnasium. The Y.

Kansas City, Mo., April 2.—The sad 


fate of the state/liquor dispensary in 
South Carolina, which was 
discon- 


tinued, will not be repeated'in-Okla- 
homa. Gov. C. N. Haskell of the new 
tate, was in Kansas City v/ith six 
other Oklahoma politicians and lean- 
Ing 'back in his . chair, with his feet 
on the hotel window sill, told why. 


"Why, the South Carolina system 


was a barrel of whiskey and a tin cup 
—first come, first served," he said, 
'We don't do business that way in 
Oklahoma. We call our system 'dis- 
pensary' because we couldn't think of 
another word. 'Medicinal' would de- 
scribe' it better. 
We don't even .sell 


our liquor in drug stores; and the bot- 
tles for a town of 5,000 wouldn't half 
fill an ordinary bookcase. Practical? 
Practical! That's, what the Oklahoma 
system Is." 


Down came the feet, and the gov- 


ernor leaned forward and narrowed 
Iris eyelids. 


"There are a lot of people who nev- 


er could be convinced that whiskey 
isn't necessary sometimes as a medi- 
cine. 
They would get that whiskey 


some way if they needed it. 
They 


would steal or perjure themselves or 
go to jail to get it.

"There are only eighty dispensaries 


and the oufit for them costs from $50 
to $100. All of the liquor is to be sold 
in bottles. They can't be sold with a 
broken seal. They can't be sold with- 
out a prescription; and the doctor who 
gives a prescription where one isn't 
necessary, will be sent to jail for not 
less than a month and fined not less 
tl-An $50. The jail sentence can't be 
escaped, either. There! 
Does 
that 


sound' like South Carolina?"

Seven football games are assured 


the conference colleges for next fall. 
The University of Chicago board of 
physical culture and athletics cast th« 
•deciding vote in favor of the length- 
ened schedule the other day, with the 
provision that the Maroons themselves 
will play not more thau six games anil 
that all the "big eight" schools must 
revert to five games next season. 


The Maroon board's action was em- 


bodied in two resolutions, the net re- 
sult of which concedes the big point 
desired by the majority of the colleges 
and at the same time places Chicago 
in the position of partially "standing 
pat" on what it has urged for the last 
year. 
Following are the two compli- 


cated opinions expressed by the Mid- 
way snvants: 


This board consents to a schedule oC 


seven games for next year, only with 
the understanding that the schedule 
revert thereafter to flve games and 
•with the further understanding that 
any eollege may play less than the 
schedule number. 


Voted, that ID accordance with rec- 


ommendation of Director Stags, the 
University of Chicago will play not to 
exceed six games next season. 


According to the 
board members, 


the resolution restricting Chicago to 
six games was the result of a telegram 
received just before the meeting from 
Coach Stagg. 
Coach Stagg requested 


that Chicago should "play six games," 
and the board then took action limit- 
Ing the Maroon contests to this figure. 
Dr. Alonzo K. Parker of the board an- 
nounced that the professors wished to 
bave it emphasized that this limitation 
was placed by Coach Stage's desire. 


Tho Maroon schedule will probably 


Include an eastern game by virtue of 
the six-game privilege, with- Cornell 
the most likely one to get the date at 
present. 
Minnesota 
and Wisconsin 


are already on the schedule, and Indi- 
ana, Purdue and Illinois probably will 
got the other games. 
. The Maroon board did not put itself 
•on record as to the reasons for its 
•change in favor of the 
lengthened 


schedule, beyond the cryptic statement 
•of one of the members that "conditions 
.are now changed and certain barriers 
'have disappeared." 
The rooters are 


•inclined to think the barrier referre-1 
to was the presence of .Michigan in the 
conference at the last meeting. 


The understanding that the coilegea 


mast play but five games again next 
year will not come up until after next 
fall, according to Dr. Parker, and the 
provision will thus be no bar to the 
1908-schedule.

On February 20, 1904, Victor Rice of 
the University of Chicago, In Bartlett 
gymnasium, ran 60 yards on a rubber 
mat indoors and established the Amer- 
ican record.

the 50-yard record. En Sue Punij won 
tue 100-yard dash in 10 3-5 seconds, 
which is only fair time for that dis- 
tance. The event In which En Sue won 
the island championship was run off 
as follows: J. Woo took the first heat 
from C. L. Hook and S. C. Puug, in 
:05 4-5. John Lo annexed the second 
trial, finishing ahead of En Sue and 
L. Enpui. En Sue got a poor start in 
this heat. The time was :05 4-5. In 
the flnal, however, En Sue ran like a 
champion, beating Lo and Woo in ths 
record-breaking time of :05 1-5. All 
three got off to a very good start. En 
Sue also won a solid gold medal for 
making the greatest aggregate number 
of points, 28, at the meet. 


The Chinese in this country are justt 


ly proud ot En Sue's athletic prowess, 
and a writer, who signs himself, "A 
Sojourner from Honolulu," takes ex* 
ceptlon to the many erroneous stories 
which are being printed about En Sue 
and the attempts to ridicule his meth- 
ods of training. He writes: 


"Judging from newspaper articles 


which I have recently read In the 
dally papers En Sue Fung's record and 
his routine of training are mucb In 
doubt in the minds of the Americans. 
His mother and father are natives of 
China. They are both about five feet 
in height and weigh between 126 and 
160 pounds. En Sue Is a trifle heavier 
and taller than either of his parents. 
He is at present attending the high 
school in Honolulu and all his train- 
ing is obtained after school hours in 
the Y. M. C. A. gymnasium. The Y. 
M. C. A. there is under the manage- 
ment of American graduate instruc- 
tors. En Sue rides a bicycle and has 
a morning paper route."
